Their Widow- 
hood likewiſe to be certified by the Mi- 
niſter and Church-Wardens of the Pa- 
riſh wherein they reſide, 


XVIII. Lem, That at the Half-yearly 
Meetings the Company ſhall have a 
Power to make By-Laws, and that they 
ſhall be as binding as any other. As 
alſo a Liberty of altering or repealing 
any Laws already made, ſhould they 
any Time be found inconvenient, or 
ſuch Alteration appear fit or neceſ- 


ſary.
